G.S.R. 815.—In exercise of the power* conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 22 of the Central Industrial Security Force Act. 1968 
(50 of 1968), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Central Industrial Secu¬ 
rity Force Rules, 1969, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Industrial 
Security Force ((Third Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Industrial Security Force Rules, 1969 for 
Rule 7A, the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“7A, Duties of Deputy Commandant (1) The Deputy Com¬ 
mandant shall assist the Commandant in the discharge of 
his J duties; and where he is placed as head of the un : t, he 
shall discharge all the duties of a Commandant and shall 
exercise only those financial powers that are delegated to 
him under the relevant rules. 

(2) The Deputy Commandant shall be responsible for 
the efficiency, discipline and morale of the personnel under 
him and shall also be responsible for the security of the 
Undertaking or its part entrusted to him.
